SACRAMENTO, January 18.—Stephen 


M. White o! LoQ Angeles was elected 
United States senator today by the legis- 
lature by a majority of two votes. 


The two booses of the legislature met 


in joint BGBBlon shortly after noon, and 
indulged in nomination speeches until 
2.16 o'clock. Then it waa discovered 
that McGowau, Republican, assembly- 
man from San Francisco, was missing. 
The Fvepublicans tried to delay proceed- 
ing until McGowan could be found and 
brought in, but were unencceasful, and 
tho vote proceeded without MoGowan's 
absence beinR explained. 


The Democrats, who had a total .of 59 


votes, voted solid for White, SB did 
Burke, ^on-Partisan, anilKoarns, Popu- 
liet. This pave White Ol votes, but 
Bretz, Populist, from Alamoda, inter- 
rupted the count and created an excite- 
ment by charging that Kearns' vote for 
Whita had been bought aud that Marion 
Cannon, Populist-Democrat congreefl- 
man from the Sixth district, bad bought 
it.
